LONDON, Jan. 3.—An army scandal 
fnvolving the exercise of influence over 
high officers by a woman prominent in 
society is described in the report of 


a court of inquiry issued tonight. Mrs. 
Cornwallis-West, wife of Colonel William 
Cornwallis-West and mother of the 
Princess of Pless and the Duchess of 
Westminster, is officially severely cen- 
tured, 

The late Sir Arthur Basil Markham, 
Liberal member of Parliament for the 
Mansfield Division of Nottinghanishire, 
who died dn August, had demanded an 
inquiry in the House of Commons into 
this matter and.was seconded by Irish 
members, who dectared that a young 
Irish officer’s honor was involved. It 
has since developed that the officer was 
Lieutenant Patrick Barrett of the Welsh 
Fusiliers. 

Aceording to a statement in the House 
of Commons before recess, Barrett was 
completely exonerated, his commanding 
officer, Lieut. Col. Delme-Radcliffe, was 
removed from his command, and Gen- 
eral Sir John Cowans was censured, but 
was retained becauge of his good work. 
General Owen Thomas, who was also 
concerned, was vindicated: 


‘Iwo Generals Involved. 


Barrett was a Sergeant in the Welsh 
Fusjliers. Colonel Delme-Radcliffe and 
other officers' recommended him for a 
commission late in 1915, and -his claims 
were supported by Colonel: and Mrs. 
Cornwallis-West and several prominent 
civilians. 

“‘ Probably before this time, and cer- 
tainly later,’ says the report, ‘“‘ Mrs. 
Cornwallis-West began to take more 
than.an ordinary interest in Mr. Bar- 
rett, to which he consistently failed to 
respond. Eventually he wrote her in 
February last a letter of remonstrance, 
which she placed in the hands of his 
commanding officers.’’ 

Barrett was severely censured by his 
commander without the opportunity of 
stating his case. Soon after that he 
was transferred to another battalion on 
the.demand of Mrs. Cornwallis-West. 
General Cowans, who aided the Corn- 
wallis- Wests in securing Barrett’s trans- 
fer, is censured for interfering with dis- 
cipline. General. W. H. Mackinnon, who 
was’also concerned in the correspond- | 2 
ence, is. criticised for interfering with 
the affairs of the western command, 
after he relinquished his command, but 
is not disciplined because he has since 
retired. 

The Court of Inquiry, which. consisted 
of Field Marshal Sir William Nicholson, 
formerly chief ot the General Staff;

Federal Authorities Charge 
Burns with Sending Arms and 
Ammunition to Mexico. 

















THREE SHIPMENTS ALLEGED 


War Materials Said to Have Gone 
Forward in Cases Labeled as 
Commercial Hardware. — 


Juan T. Burns, Consul General rep- 
resenting the Carranza Government in 
this city, was arrested yesterday morn- 
ing under three Federal indictments 
charging conspiracy to violate and 
aetual violation of the President’s 
proclamation of Oct. 19, 1915, which 
placed an embargo on the shipment of 
arms and ammunition to Mexico. 

Four other men arrested recently in 
connection with the Government’s in- 
vestigation of war material shipments 
to Mexico were indicted with Consul 
Burns, it being the Government’s charge 
that Burns provided the money with 


which the others handled the iNegal 
shipments. 

Assistant United States District At- 
torney John C. Knox said the arms and 
ammunition which, to the knowledge of 
the Government, the conspirators at- 
tempted to get into Mexico by means of 
false manifests, were worth about $#0,- 
0v0, and admitted that, before discovery 
of the alleged conspiracy last Novem- 
ber, many thousands of dollars’ worth 
of arms and ammunition.might have 
been sent to Carranza’s soldiers. 

Burns was arrested as he was about 
to enter his automobile in front of his 
home at 19 West Thirty-first Street, on 
his way to his office at 120 Broadway, 
and was driven to the Federal Building. 
He pleaded not guilty before. Judge 
Learned Hand in the United States 
District Court, and was released in 
10,000 bail, which he furnished in the 
form of an agent’s check on the Royal 
Bank of Canada, payable to the Chase 
National Bank of this city. 


.“ Hardware” Was Ammunition. 


Ely Neumann of 45 Broadway was 
retained by Mr. Burns as counsel yes- 
terday afternoon. Mr. Neumann said

thein terms as a basis for negotiations, 
but is proposing to neutrals to make a 
demarche jn favor.of peace. This -is 
made clear.by the reply of Spain, which 
speaks of a declaration in the name of 
the President with that specific object.

Four Great Mass Attacks as Re- 
viewed by German Agency— 
The Situation in Rumania.

WAR HELPS SALES HERE 
OF DIAMONDS AND ART 


London Dealers Find America an 
Increasingly Good Market 
; for Thetr Wares. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES. 
LONDON, Jan. 3.—Diamond dealers in 
London, as well as dealers in works of 
art, are finding that the war is greatly 
advancing their sales in America. While 
in the first year of the war exports of 
diamonds and other precious stones and 


paintings fell off immensely, they picked 
up in 1915 and grew still more last year. 

The fact, is that 1916 was one of the 
most prosperous years in a decade for! 
the diamond merchants. of London. The; 
actual exports to America in the twelve! 
months ended Dec. 31 in precious stones 
from London alone reached the huge 
aggregate of $17,932,847, as against $10,- 
801,372 for 1 15. ‘These exports ‘com- 
prised the returns made through the 
American consulate in-London, where all 
psy hr from here to America must be 

stered. There was besides a con- 
si on volume of exports ‘from Liver- 
poo 
consulate there. . 

In works.of art the exports from Lon- 
don to America in 1916 were $9,481,450 
as against $6,003,490 in 1915. 

As a result of the prosperity of the 
diamond industry during the last twelve 
months diamond cutters who. were 
thrown out of work at the beginning of 
the war are now in great demand: A 
Bond Street dealer told THe New York 
TIMES correspondent today that there 
were, in fact, not enough expert cutters 
obtainable. 

Diamonds jumped 20 per cent. in price 
in London at the outbreak of the war 
and remained at that figure until six 
months ago, since when thereihas been 
a slight increase. ' All the diamond trade 
that flourished in Antwerp and Amster- 
dam before the warmhas been shifted to 
London. The prophecy is made by a 
diamond dealer tiiat the price of dia- 
monds immediately after the war will 
jump another 25 per cent., owing to the 
fact that the de Beers diamond firm, 
the largest in the world,’has gained con- 
trol of nearly the whole of the diamond 
mines in erman East, Africa since 
hostilities began... These mines are the 
most prolific yet discovered.

Because of difficulty .1n identifying 
stolen silk few recoveries have been 
made by the police and private de- 
tectives employed by the companies to 
trace stolen goods. Less than one- 
tenth of 1 per cent. of the silk had been 
returned to owners and there have been 
few convictions, it was said. 

. The insurance men attribute the fre- 
quent thefts since early in September to 
the inability of the police to cover the 
¢ity thoroughly at night while the car 
strike was at its height. 

The scarcity of silk is due to the short- 
age of dyes, and since the beginning of 
the war in Europe the price has been 
steadily driven up on a large market. 
Bulgars, the insurance men said, have 
made their depredations accordingly. A 
short time ago, when the price of gloves 
went up, the insurance companies no- 
ticed that large quantities of gloves 
stored by different concerns disappeared.

ASKS $5,000 FOR RED HAIR. 


Miss Gottdank Sues When Peroxide 
Fails to Make Tresses Golden. 


The efficacy of peroxide as a_ hair 
bleach was brought into question be- 
fore Supreme Court Justice Erlanger 
and a jury yesterday when Miss Katie 
Gottdank, 16 years old, .of 230 Second 
Street asked $5,000 damages from 
Julius Kalish, Inc., Grand Street drug- 
gists. Miss Gottdank complained that, 
in trying to transform herself from a 
maiden with hair of chestnut hue into 
a blonde, she lost part of her hair, and 





what she had left became brick red. 
The plaintiff testified that, when she 
used one bottle of peroxide without see- 
ing\ evidence of blondness, the manager 
of the drug concern advised her to try 
more, and she kept on doing it until 
she had poured the contents of five 
bottles over her locks. She exhibited a 
shoebax full of hair which, she said, 
bad fallen out during the treatment. 
The ‘defendant contended that 
plaintiff had failed to prove that the 
injury ‘to her hair was due: to the 
peroxidaé, and offered to prove that 
peroxdie, alone could not cause the hair 
to become brittle and break off. Miss 
Gottdank’s grandfathdér, Carl Weisshar, 
a barber \jand wig-maker, was called as 
an expert witness for the young woman, 
but he was unable to qualify because 
he admited; that he knew nothing about 
the effect of peroxide on hair. Justice 
Erlanger took under consideration a 
moticen to dismiss the complaint because 
of lack of -proof that the young woman’s 
loss of hair was due to the peroxide.

At the same 
time it was rumoped that five detect- 
ives, after an all-day task, compelled 
another man to confess that-he had 
killed the woman. This person was 
said to be ina state of collapse follow- 
ing a protracted debauch. He had 
been under guard in his apartments in 
a local hotel since he was first ques- 
tioned by the detectives a: few hours 
after the murder was discovered. 

The man for whom the detectives are 
searching now, however, is said to have 
been Miss Golbert’s latest admirer. The 
police have been tracing his movements, 
and it is belieyed that the time table 
found in the dead waqman’s apartments 
came from his pockets. Two men were 
sent to his hotel late today to take his 
fingerprints for comparison with those 
found in Miss Colbert’s apartment. The 
result of this compartson was not made 
known. 

Two women of Germantown, who were. 
with the suspect at the Bellevue-Strat- 
ford last Friday and were then driven 
to their home near the Germantown 
Cricket Club, appeared before Capt#in 
Tate today and were questioned for a 
couple of hours.

OUR ECONOMIC MATURITY. 

The ‘National City Bank calls atten- 
tion ‘to the fact that our exports of 
three billions of manufactures in 
1916 place us in the lead of industrial 
nations. England was first, with 
maximum exports of manufactures of 
two billions before the war. We 
then were third. Our export of war 
goods, explains. our primacy easily, 
but that is far from explaining it 
away. The fact of the production of 
the’.goods is more significant,-than 
their export. .It reveals a capacity 
which we did not*suspect, and which 
Will remain éven after the war de- 
mand ceases... The capacity of pro- 
duction of war goods has significance 
in connéction with preparedness either 
for war or for peace. It is a warning 
both fto our enemies and to ourselves. 
The three “ M’s” of: war, as revealed 
by the world war, are: men, money, 
and munitions. No. nation. contem- 
plating hostilities with us can over- 
look that we have ali three above any 
other country. The warning to our- 
selves lies.in the necessity of provid- 
ing for the conversion of capacity for 
war into occupation for that capacity 
in times of peace. When the war de- 
mand ceases men and machinery will 
be threatened with idleness unless an 
outlet .for their production is pro- 
vided. ; 

The. warning is timely in connection 
with the impending revision: of our 
tariff laws. There are authentic re- 
ports that the deficit of the Treasury 
will cause a revision of the customs 
not suitable to the present stage of 
our industrial development. There 
is danger of protection upward, as 
though we were still an agricultural 
people, and as though there were 
more need to prevent imports of what 
we produce at a disadvantage than 
of promoting our exports of what we 
produce better than any other people. 
Also there are too many arguments 
current to the, effect that our tariff 
should be arranged with reference to 
Peace is the normal 
and permanent condition of trade. To 
arrange a tariff with reference to war 
is to provide for a double economic 
disturbance. The longer the war 
lasts the stronger are the arguments 
for temporary arrangements regard- 
ing our deficit of tax.income and for 
permanent arrangements regarding 
foreign trade. Otherwise our do- 
mestic trade will be swamped with 


‘6vérproduction, with: undesirable re- 
‘actions upon our wage and commodity 


schedules. 

There is not the same danger of 
international overproduction as there 
is of domestic. .The normal interna- 
tional trade in manufactures is eight 
billions. Before the war we supplied 
one billion. In 1913 manufactures 
supplied about one-half of domestic 
In 1916 manufactures. were 
66 per cent.. of our exports. Now 
there is much international trade 
derelict, and there is no reason why 
we should not expand our proportion 
of manufactures in our export trade 
to England’s proportion of 79 per 
cent. There is even a more alluring 
prospect if we should expand our ex- 
ports of manufactures to England’s 
per capita rate. It is only in volume 
that our exports are remarkable. 
They are actually subnormal in re- 
lation to ‘capacity of men and plant 
as well as of population. ‘These con- 
siderations are of éxceptional cogency 
just now, for Germany’s export trade 
is offered to those competent to take 
it over, and Germany itself must im- 
port from us to repair the.ravages of 
war and to correct the exchanges be- 
tween us and her.

FOOD TRUSTS NOT FOUND. 

A Federal Grand Jury that had for 
a long time been hearing testimony in 
Chicago concerning charges that the 
high prices of food supplies are due 
mainly to unlawful combinations or 
rents closed its inquiry last week and 
Was. discharged. . There ‘were no in- 
dictments. - No. evidence was found to 
show that the laws had been violated 
and that there should be prosecutions. 
{n no other city had there been more 
talk about food trusts. ’ Various as- 
sociations had denounced them’ by 
resolution and called for punishment of 
There had been a 
popular demand for the investigation, 
the result of which tends to prove that 
the charges were without foundation 
in fact. 

Thus far, other official inquiries do 
not conclusively show sufficient war- 
rant for assertions that the cost of 
living has been increased by combina- 
tions existing and acting in violation 
of the law. Federa] District Attorneys 
‘in the Eastern States have found indi- 
cations of unlawful practices by coal 
dealers, and there may be prosecutions 
in the coal.trade, but it does not ap- 
pear that the price of food has been 
affected’ by combination agreements. 
The ‘joint report-in this State of. the 
Governor’s Market Commission, Mayor 
MiTCHEL’s Food Committee, and the 
Wicks Legislative Committee doés not 
include the work of combinations in 
its list of. the causes of high prices.

OBJECTIONABLE AMENDMENTS. 

Exporting industries are waiting for 
final action in Congress upon the bill 
to permit them to’ form and use com- 
binations in their trade with foreign 
countries. Passed in the House by a 
vote of 8 to 1, it has the. support of 
the Government and of’ leading com- 
mercial organizations throughout the 
country, except so far as two amend- 
ments are concerned, which... were 
added in the House to the original 
text as reported by the committee. 
The proposed permission . could be 
used now.to the advantage of our for- 
eign trade, and it will be needed after 
the war to enable our exporters to 
compete on equal terms with the ex- 
port combinations of Europe, 

The two amendments are opposed 
rot only by those who seek the per- 
missive legislation but also by the 
Federal Trade Commission, with 
which it may fairly be assumed that 
the Executive Departments are in ac- 
cord. The original bill, permitting co- 


oyeration or combination with respect 


to export trade, provided that the 
combination should not be used with 
respect to the production or manufac- 
ture of goods in the United States. 
One of the objectionablé amendments 
excludes “ trading” here in the prod- 
ucts which the combinations will sell 
abroad. But an export combination 
would, as a rule, find it necessary to 
buy goods here. This the amendment 
would forbid. The original bill said 
that the proposed combinations and 
their. acts must not involve restraint 
of trade-within the United States. The 
second amendment adds that there 
must be:no “ restraint ’’-of the export 
trade. But under present laws an 
export combination, carrying out its 
purpose, would probably be guilty .of 
“restraint.” It is the opinion of the 
Federal Trade Commission that if the 
bill should be passed with the provi- 
sions of these two amendments the 
laws concerning combinations would 
not be changed and the desired per- 


mission would not be granted.

He admitted that “ they 
were fraught ‘with interest and in- 
structiveness,"’ but he insisted that they 
were “misleading ’’ in that they con- 
veyed or tried to convey the general 
impression of good fortune, The falsity 
of that impression was proved, in his 
opinion, by the last two statements in 
the ‘statistical table—that the average 
price of twenty-five foods had increased 
38.2 per eent., while the average weekly 
wage had advanced only 12.6 per cent. 

That these figures are not particularly 
joyous, and that not. a few people in 
the United States know by personal ex- 
perience more about the high cost of 
living than about present prosperity, it 
weuld be equally absurd and useless to 
deny. But -the enormous amount of 
profitable business done by the country 
remains, and the. distribution of the 
profits has been more than gedinertiy 
wide. and more than ordinarily fair; in 
spite of the difference between the two 

percentages just given.. 

And even those figures shoula not be 
considered in the abstract, for that. does 
not bring out either their full or their 
exact significance. For one thing, 
though wages, a8 is well known, are not 
wont to rise as fast or as far asthe prices 
of commodities, in times like these, yet 
they are accustomed, ‘once tip, to remain’ 
at whatever elevation they do attain far 
longer than is the ‘case with’ .com-.

In the book already mentioned, there 
occurs the statement that, as ‘‘ the Holy. 
Roman Empire ’’ was neither holy nor 
Roman nor an empire, so a ‘‘ voluntary 
military ‘system ’* is neither voluntary 
nor military nor a system. The phrase 
is striking, and it is true. We saw how 
** voluntary ’’ the.system was when our 
militiamen were starting for Texas and 
those of them that refused or hesitated to 
take the new oath were the objects of 
most coercive sneers and denunciations, 
not only from their looser-footed or more 
adventurous comrades, but from innum- 
erable stay-at-homes who had never a 
thought of enlisting, even for service in 
their own towns. That it is not ‘ mil- 
itary" and not a ‘‘ system” was suf- 
ficiently shown in the months that fol- 
lowed the sorry attempt at mobilization. 
_In England the “ voluntary "’ system 
would have been worthier of its name 
if it had not moved so many young 
women to distribute white feathers, and 
80 many employers to discharge men 
who did not take the King’s shilling. 
There is no more justice in expecting 
men to volunteer for war than there 
would -be in expecting them to volunteer 
to be taxpayers and letting those unwill- 
ing to join the latter army keep in their 
pockets money needed by the nation.

cells.can hardly be chewed too much 
and that they cannot be too thoroughly 
mingled with the salivary enzymes, 

As the’ German dietitians must know 
all this, it is surprising that chewing’ in 
Germany is npt already done in accord- 
ance with explicit governmental in- 
structions. There would be economy in 
it, and nothing could be much more 
clearly certain than that the Germans 
need to get all the nutriment they pos- 
sibly can out of what food they have. 
It is not for nothing that, of all their 
enemies, they hate most those who origi- 
nated and are enforcing the food block- 
ade. :

Dear Sirs: We, the undersigned, citizens 
of the United States and resident as ap- 
pears after our names, wish to express 
the hope that you, acting as our represent- 
atives, will do what you can to make our 
attitude as a natién more positive in the 
world crisis now upon us. _ It ts our belief 
‘that the United States ought to help the 
Pntente Allies in every possible way short 
‘of actually going to war. Congress should 
devise means for our assuming part. of the 
financial burden of the war, so in great 
measure eliminating the need of maintain- 
ing fleets and armies in preparation for 
war, Final reparation for the Lusitania 
should be demanded at.once.

TORN WCULLAGH, - 
BX-POLICE HEAD, DIES 


Famous Veteran, Who Made Po- 
litical Enemies Fighting. Vice, 
Succumbs at 71 Years. 


CAPTAIN OF ‘BLOODY SIXTH’ 


He Routed the Whyo Gang: and 
Cleaned Up Chinatown—The First 
Superintendent of Elections.

ASBURY PARK, N, J., Jan. 3.—John 
“McCullagh, former Chief! of the New 
York City Police Force, and afterwards 
Superintendent of Elections there, was 
found dead in bed at his. home here 
this morning. He was 71 years old; and 
had been in ill health for ‘two years, 
having recently undergane an operation 
for stomach disease at donne. Hopkins 
Hospital in Baltimore. 


John McCullagh was one of the famous 
old ,police chiefs of the city. Born in 
Ireland in 1845, he came to America 
when a youth, and joined the police 
force as a patrolman on March 30, 1870. 


geant; in 1876\he became a Lieutenant, 


and in 1883 he was made a Captain. 
As a patrolman, roundsman, Sergeant, 
and Lieutenan he was conspicueus for 
his personal appearance, eSpecially on 
horseback, and. for his 
forcement of law. sut it was as a 
Cuptain that he achieved the reputa- 
tion which later made him Chief. His 
principal precinct command was what 
was known as the ‘‘ Bloody’ Sixth,” 
where Chinese: gambling. and opium 
dens, the “Big Flats’’ of Elizabeth 
Street, and the. lawlessness of the old 

* Hive Points’”’ district made his job 
difficult and dangerous, 

But John McCullagh waded in and 
cleaned up right and left. He declared 
war against the notorious Whyo gang, 
whose leader, Dan Driscoll, was exe- 
cuted for the murder of a girl confeder. 
ate. When Owen Bruen attempted to 
reorganize’ the gang after McCullagh 
ihad smashed it, the Captain succeeded 
in having Bruen convicted of a felony. 

‘Jew’’ Shaw, the: head of the Chinese 
gamblers, was another who went to jail 
as a result. of McCullagh’s activities, 
and the ‘business’ of gambling, as well 
as opium smoking, in Chinatown suf- 
fered heavily while the Captain ruled in 
bar precinct. 

vagne McCullagh was made an.'In- 
specfor in 1895 and two years later he 
was appointed Acting Chief, and on Jan. 
6, 1898, he was made Chief. As the head 
of the police force he waged ceaseless 
war on gambling and vice. In this he 
made enemies, personal and_ political. 
but none was able to discredit him, and 
no pressure was able to make him 
slacken up in his enforcement of the 
‘law. He had one fault, however, from 
the point of view of the powers that 
were, in 1898. He was.a Republican. 
On May 21, 1898, he was placed on. tHe 
retired list with a pension of $3,000 a 
year. His appeal to Mayor Van Wyck 
did not succeed in keeping him in his 
position, and his friends repeatedly 
charged’ that he was ousted by Tam- 
many Hall. ‘“ Big Bill’’ Devery suc- 
ceeded him. 

Although retired on a pension, McCul- 
lagh was still an active man, so he 
proved when, later in 1898, he accepted 
Governor ~ Black’s appointment as the 
first State Superintendent of Elections 
in charge of the voting in New York 
City. He vigorously prosecuted floaters 


and colonizers, and, according to reports 


of the time, was in ceaseless conflict 
with Tammany politicians. 8 Governor 
Odell declined to reappoint him in 1902. 

In 1898-99, ex-Chief McCullagh was in 
Cuba at the request of General Leonard 
Wood, reorganizing the police force 
there, and’ his work was so successful 
that, in 1904, he was requested by offi- 
cials of the’ Canal Zone to go ‘there 
for a similar undertaking, but he de- 
clined the appointment. When his térm 
as Superintendent of Bleéctions expired 
he retired to private life. 

Mr. McCullagh left no immediate fam- 
ily. He was a nephew of John H, Mc- 
Cullagh, who also had a conspicuous 
career in the Police .Deparfment. His 
city home was at 222 Riverside Drive.

MURPHY OUSTED IN CANADA. 


Follows Racing Stewards’ Protest 
Against Two-Year-Old Rule. 


As an aftermath of the recent action 
by the stewards of The Jockey Club, 
laying on the table the protest of Jo- 
seph A. Murphy against the new rule 
prohibiting the racing of two-year-olds 
before April 1, news came to the club’s 
offices yesterday that Judge Murphy 
had been summarily dismissed-as stew- 
ard by the Canadian Racing Associa- 
tions at their meeting in Toronto, when 
Canadian dates for 1917 were adopted. 
No successor to Judge Murphy has as 
yet been suggested. 

This action, taken as it was by one of 
the strong turf bodies which sided with 
The Jockey Club in its measures to én- 
force the two-year-old rule, was viewed 
by turfmen here yesterday as being 
bound to the disregarded urphy, pro- 
test by more than mere coincidence. 
Judge Murphy i& now in New Orleans, 
where he.is employed at the forty-four- 
day Fair Grounds meeting. His protest 
was made nominally in the name of the 
Business Men’s Racing Association of 
the Crescent City, which conducts the 
racing there. ' 

Marphy’s connection with the Cana- 
dian Racing Associations, which has 
lasted for the last three years and which 
was much more remunerative and of 
greater influence and importance,’ was 
considered a courage position on the 
thoroughbred turf. From Toronto came 
the. announcement that the reasons 
which prompted t Canadian Racing 
Associations to discharge its steward 
were ‘‘ for the best interests of all con- 
cerned.’’ New Orléans dispatches said 
that beyond confirming the news from 
Toronto Murphy had nothing to say. 

Murphy was formerly employed at 
various times at the Laurel, Jackson- 
ville, Pimlico, King Edward Park, and 
Hamilton race tracks before his con- 
necti8n with the Canadian Racing As- 
sociations. His remaining connections 
at present are the New Orleans and 
Bowie trecks. .

WOOL MARKET IS DULL. 


Holiday Week Has Depressing 
Effect on the Market. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Jan. 8.—The American Wool 
and Cotton Reporter will say tomorrow: 

“The principal feature of the week 
has been the assembling of large and 
scattered lines of scoured wools in 
strong hands at advanced prices. At 
this early date the trade is not ready 
to discount the effect of a possible tar- 
iff on wool. Owing to the holiday week 
the volume of transactions has been 
smaller, but the market is strong.

GERMAN LABOR’S DEMAND. - 


~ . 
Will Support Government Policy, 
but Wants Food Supplies Released. 


On the same day, Dec. 12, that the 
German Imperial Chancellor announced 
in the. Reichstag that the Central 
Powers were ready to enter into peace 
negotiations with the Allies, a trade 
union convention was held in Berlin, 
at which the representatives of organi- 
zations humbering sdme 4,000,000 work- 
ers before’ the war informed the German 
Government that, while they were will- 
ing to. do their best to make the com- 
pufsory civilran service law erfective, 
they demanded that drastic measures 

taken to release the supplies of 
tood veing helu up by. the agratian 


‘interests and speculators and to see 


that the workers obtained enough nour- 
yo to enabie them to perform their 

uties 

Although the meeting was called at 
the instance or the Government, which, 
as reported in dispatches from Berlin 
early in December, is trying to line up 
tne organized labor leaders in favor of 
the new auxiliary service law by ap- 
pointing several of them to high posi- 
tions on the board under Generai Groe- 
ner, the head of the new War Material 
Bureau, the discussion, as reported in 
the Berlin newspapers quoted by the 
London ‘press, show that the labor men 
were apparently determined to obtain 
materiai concessions in return for their 
support. In _ his .introductory speech 
Deputy Karl Legien, head of the Ger- 
man trade unions, said: 

ad Extraordinary’ circumstances call for 
extraordinary measures. It is common 
need which has assembled here the-rep- 
res oe of the labor organizations 
° 1 types. The enemy:powers threat- 
en.to smash Germany, and to cut her off 
from the world market. We know that 
every effort is being made, especially 
by Hngland, to render this threat ef- 
fective. If they succeeded it would be 
our workers who would have to seek 
work in other countries, where perhaps 
they would not f:nd freedom. 

“But apart from theeneeds of the 
future we: have to overcome the needs 
of the present. Germany is cut off from 
imports,.and that is why we have food 
difficulties. We must do everything we 
can to overcome these difficulties, and 
we will do so on condition that the bur- 
den of want is borne in common by all 
classes of the people.”’ 

After: saying that -Germany’s_ re- 
sources were enormous, but that only 
good will could -make the auxiliary ser- 
vice law a success, Herr Legien con- 
eluded as follows: 

‘“‘If there are to be the greatest 
achievements, there must also be the 
necessary strength behind them. That 
is to say. the workers must receive the 
necessary food, in order to be able to 
use their strength.’ There must be a 
sharper grip on those circles which do 
not understand the times, and which 
selfishly hold back the necessary food 
 donal the people and so injure the na- 

on 

The resdlution adopted by the meet- 
ing ,romised full co-operation in the 
carrying out of the new law, and said: 

All classes of the people here repre- 
sented are ready in unity and with de- 
mination to ase all their strength at 
the service of our country, so that the 
schemes of destructiqn planned by Ger- 

many’s enemies m remain unsuc- 
cessful. The meeting’expects from the 
Imperial Government and from the War 
Bureau far-reaching support of the just 
efforts of the workers to obtain better 
conditions of wages and labor, aitd the 
yp tren of their right of association. 

demands a agers vigorous campaign 
ahainet the foo usury, and better dis- 
tribution of the existing supplies of 
food, so that the working population 
can satisf y ‘the claims made upon 
them.’ 

Dr, Karl Helfferich, Minister of the 
Interior, and General Groener addressed 
the delegates, but neither of them, ac- 
cording to the published report of pro- 
ceedings, -was able to give lidbor any 
satisfying assurances on food matters. 
The best consolation they could offer 
came from General Groener, who asked 
the congress, when thinking of ‘“ the 
daily privations under which we all suf- 
fer, to remember the hardships to which 
our brothers in the trenches are hourly 
subjected.”’ 

‘“* Bucharest and Auxiliary Service,” 
declared Dr. Helfferich, ‘‘ will teach our 
foes that our will to conquer is not 
lamed and that our strength is not ex- 
hausted. Behind Bucharest stands our 
field army; behind auxiliary service 
stands our home army. Behind the field 

army and the home army stand .the in- 
destructible vitality and unalterable de- 
te nation of the German nation!” 

Th r. Helfferich told the trade 
unionists that the Government, having 
resorted to the auxiliary service law re- 
luctantly, relied) upon the hearty co- 
operation of organized labor in ‘“ form- 
ing the home army and starting it on 
the march.” . 


FARMERS FIGHTING BLIGHT. 


Jersey Gardeners Try Selecting 
Hardier Seed. 


Some of the most successful market 
gardeners in Northern New Jersey have 
been experimenting recently in combat- 
ing blight in their plants by selecting 
for seed purposes only those plants 


which showed the strongest growth and 
the greatest freedom from disease. R. 
w eBaun, extension specialist of the 
New Jersey State Agricultural College, 
believes that. this is the proper pro- 
cedure in the case of many market 
crops. He: advocates, as better than 
spraying and other direct methods of 
preventing vegetable blight, more at- 
tention to the value of developing dis- 
ease-resisting strains from which to pro. 
duce seed. 

The farm. demonstrators in the or- 
ganized counties are telling the. growers 
that beans grown from a crop which 
had rusty pods will Mae IB probably pro- 
duce a crop with simi defects and 
with fewer beans, while clean seed has 
every chance of producing a clean crop. 
The Agricultural Experiment Station at 
Madison, Wis., has recently produced a 
strain of Danish cabbage resistant to 
one of the chief ills to which the pa- 
tient cabbage head is heir, known as 

‘yellows’ or ‘‘ fusarium.’’» Meanwhile 
the Maryland station is experimenting 
to produco a wilt-resisting tomato.

The British, French and Belgian Per- 
manent Blind Relief War Fund ordered 


$200,000 sent to committees in England 
and France at a meeting held -yester- 
day.afternoon in the office of Frank A. 
Vanderlip, 55 Wall Street. j 

The report of Mrs. R. ‘Valentine Web- 
ster, Secretary of the fund, ‘showed 


that the total expenses to date had been 
$100,940.13, of which $28,935.08 was for 
amet 6 tag ag and . be ry 
oyes. George essler, 
i of the fund, donated {ne Bokeh 
toward gree a the expenses. There 
was Ray a ty in the ee Hous ee 
van for the expenses of va e 
headquarters, which it is hoped will be 
refunded. In tne report it is stated: 
“We desire to take this opportunity 
to answer’ certain. criticisms which have 
lately been made regarding our fund. 
bt wish to reiterate that this fund is 
@ permanent one; that our. French and 
English ‘ ‘committees have ‘and ‘always 
pee, had instructions to report to us 
mmediate coeprarire need of funds 
for the re-education of the blind soldier. 
‘Up to the present we have had no such 
requests from any of the committees 
aborad, who know best the present sit- 
Pv ey with respect to the blinded. sol- 


Mr. Kessler said that this had been 
inserted in the report for the reason that 
assertions had been made that the fund 
had: been slow to send money abroad 
and that its expenses of administration 

were too heavy.’ The report contains 
an itemized account of the expenses of 
administration and suggests that similar 
bg meager publish expense figures.

e feel sure that, after our fun

NALLY OPPOSES RADIO BILL. 


Marconi Official Says It Will Stifle 
Growth of Wireless. 


In connection with Secfetary Daniels’s 
advocacy. of Government monopoly of 
radio communication as a measure of 
national safety, as prgposed in the pend- | 
ing Radio.Control bill. Edward J. Nally, | 
Vice President and General Manager of 
the Marconi Wireless Telegraph Com- 
pany of America, gavé out a statement 
yesterday in which he said: 

‘The Marconi Company § vigorously 
protests against the proposed legislation, 
not only because it will effectively stifle 
the growth of wireless telegraphy, but 
because it amounts practically to the 
confiscation of ivate interests. 

“There. are already ample laws and 
regulations on the statute books, giving 
the United States Government the neces- 
‘sary power for absolute control of all 
radio stations, ‘in times of war or public 
peril. In fact, all ship and-shore sta- 
tions are now, ‘and have been since 1912, 
opetated under, the...control and. st- 
pervision. of the Department of Com- 
merce of the United States Government. 

“‘In time of emergency, the Marconi 

cnpany has repeatedly offered to place 
ey t disposal of the-nation not only 
all its operators, but the equipment of 
the company, and the services of the en- 
tire staff. 

‘Mr. Marconi is an alien, and the 
bill undertakes to- shut out ‘any com- 
pany of which any officer or more than 
one-third of the Directors are aliens, or 
of which more than one-third of the 
capital stock is owned or controlled by 
aliens..’ All that Mr, Marconi has re- 
ceived. for his great invention, which 
has been the means of saving thousands 
of lives, is a stock interest"in the Amer- 
tcan Company,.and were this bill to be- 
come law, the Government would pre- 
vent Pager from continuing as an officer

Mrs. Van Rensselaer Suggests 
It Aid in: Educating the 
Immigrant. 


MEMBERS NEED ‘GUMPTION’ 


C._A. Sherman, Former Treasurer, 
Supports Her Criticism and 
Blames Officers. 


‘ 

When the members of the New York 
Historical Society had thoroughly di- 
gested the comment of Mrs. John King 
Van Rensselaer, at the annual meeting 
Tuesday night, that the society is dead 
or at least moribund, many of them 
agreed with her in the main. , The more 
influential were cautious and declined 
to be: quoted in view of their friendship 
for the society’s officers. That is, with 
one marked exception. Charles Augus- 
tus Sherman, who resigned as Treasur- 
‘er of the society four years ago, said: 

“The criticism on the dead condition 
of the society comes very appropriately 
from Mrs. Van Rensselaer, as she is 
from an old Knickerbocker family and 
in the best days of the society it was 
controlled by the old Knickerbocker res- 
idents, many of whom gave it money and 
collections. For many yéars it has held 
no fo anding position in the commun- 
ity. e has been unfortunately, a lack 
of soticbee officers. In its new building 
there has been no progress, no forward 
move. It has plenty of money to pay 
salaries, and -when that is. done the 
Executive Committee seems to feel satis- 
fied. Some fault, of course, lies with 
the members, but 1 am giad to see that 
one. is brave enough to tell the truth.” 

But even the cautious members had to 
admit that the society had fallen into a 
state of dry rot that-has prevented it 
from : wielding its nroper influence, in 

this city. Edmund Baylies of “the 
ash firm of Carter, Lokyard & Milburn, 
said: 

““T feel.that ‘there is a great future 
for the New York Historical. Society. 
Its possibilities in that respect have not 
been fully realized. Undoubtedly a little 
more energy in management would en- 
able the socfety to occupy this field as 
it has an honored reputation, which is a 
‘splendid foundation if well used for its 
proper activities of today.’ 

As to what to do to put life into the 
society, Mrs. Van ‘Rensselaer is prolific 
in suggestion. She prefaced her inter- 
view yesterday. with the remark that the 
members had ‘‘ $1,000,000 worth of prop- 
erty but only 2 cents worth of gump- 
tion.” Then she added: 

‘* With the hordes of immigrants due 
to arrive here after the war it is essen- 
tial that some organization take enough 
interest to supply them with new na- 
tional figures, history and folk. lore of 
this country and city to take the roe 
of those they had to leave behind. They 
will come to us full of illusion of Ameri- 


ca, the land of the free, and will find. 


New York gasping under its load of 
munition’ millionaires, careless and 
spendthrift. 

*“‘ Washington and Lincoln are our 
only national heroes, and even they will 
seem remote enough to the* immigrant 
landing at Ellis Island. It is our duty, 
if we shall hope to assimilate these new 
peoples without danger to our society 
and civilization, to make them .over 
anew. We must teach them the back- 
ground of history of our country. The 
New York Historical Seciety can supply 
the straw to make bficks from the for- 
eign mud and water. With skilled 
curators and exhibitors who would 
know how to arrange its wealth to ad- 
vantage the society could be of the 
greatest assistance.’ 

On the subject of curators I. N. 

Stokes supported Mrs. Van

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FORAQUEDUCT CELEBRATION 


Committee Organizes with George 
McAneny as Chairman. 


About 300 of the Gommittee of 700 ap- 
pointed last Monday by Mayor Mitchel 
to arrange to celebrate the completion 
of the Catskill Aqueduct met at the City 
Hall yesterday and organized.

Mr.’ McAneny prowmasd that the cel- 
ebration should be unique in the his- 
tory of the city. In magnitude, -he said, 
the Catskill water project measured the 
greatness of New York. ‘The celebra- 
tion will be held in May, or early in 
June, and will probably last a week. It 
is likely that it will ‘be along the lines 
of the Hudson-Fulton celebration. 

One man present, former Judge A. J. 
Dittenhoefer, now 80 years old, remem- 
bered the celebration of the opening of 
the Croton water system, He told the 
committee that his father took him -as 
a boy in 1842 to see the celebration.
